Genoa, Italy, Oct. 18 (AP)—Gug- 
lielmo Marconi and his micro-wave, 
which he believes will be a new and 
entirely useful weapon of war, will 
soon be on the African front. 
The inventor of the wireless a r­ 
rived Thursday from BraziKand an­ 
nounced 
he 
would 
confer 
with 
Premier 
Mussolini 
immediately 
about 
a 
military assignment in 
Eritrea. 
He is reported to have carried on 
experiments with tire short-wave 
radio beams designed to stop the 
engines of enemy airplanes in dight. 
These experiments have been sur­ 
rounded by deepest secrecy because 
of their military significance. 
But 
as long ago as the summer of 1933, 
Marconi let the world know the 
micro-wave could be made into a 
valuable implement of warfare. 
A micro-wave radiophone is light. 
A set capable of clear transmission 
for distances ranging more than one 
hundred miles costs about $20,000 
and can be transported by a few 
pack mules. 
Marconi last year, demonstrating 
before a group of naval officers, 
used micro-wave beams and two so­ 
called "floating radio lighthouses" 
anchored in the bay to bring a ship 
safely 
into 
harbor 
near 
Genoa. 
Since these acknowledged successes 
with the cherished "tiny waves,’’ 
Marconi is reported to have made 
forward strides in their develop­ 
ment. 
Before sailing for Brazil it was 
believed he was experimenting with 


the use of the wave to stall the 
ignition 
system 
of 
airplanes 
in 
flight. Last May he gave a secret 
demonstration to ll Duce. 
It was on this day that several 
motorists 
along 
the 
Rome-Ostia 
speedway said their engines sud­ 
denly ceased firing. 
These drivers 
reported that after much cranking, 
swearing and sweating they sud­ 
denly were able to start their en­ 
gines again, much to their amaze­ 
ment.
